2. (Original) A program product as set forth in claim 1 wherein said queues are message 
queues.

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4. (Original) A prograni product as set forth in claim 1 wherein said first, second, third and 
fourth program instructions are executed as a continuous program flow such that said 
l>ackl?>s are substantially consistent with each other. 

5. (Currently Amended) A program product as set forth in claim 1 wherein said first 
program instructions requ^ said definitions of said queues fiom one of said user instances of 
said propram^»prnymni tnAtntti^.*^ and said second program instructions request said 
authorizations ftom said one user instance of said p rogram - imtanQo. 

6. (Original) A program product as set forth in claim 1 wherein said program is a 
middleware program. 

7. (Currently Amended) A computer system for backing up a program and a plurality of 
user instances of said program, said system comprising: 

means for backing up definitions of queues used bv said plurality of user instances of 
said program- .t lic pTOgrani 

means for backing up authorizations for said queues; 

means for backing up a plurality of program-instance configuration files for said 
plurality of program instances, respectively; and 

means for backing up a configuration file for said program. 

8. (Original) A system as set forth in claim 7 wherein said queues are message queues. 

9. (Ciarrently Amended) A system as set forth in claim 7 further comprising means for 
' backing up user exits for said program and said plurality of user instances of said p rogram.

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10. (Original) A system as set forth in claim 7 wherein all of said means are initiated at 
neariy a same time such that the respective backiqss are substantially consistent with each 
other.

(Currently Amended) A method for backing up a user instance of a p rogram instance 
whic h instance has locked a queue definition file containing definitions of queues and 
authorizations for accessing the queues, and which has not locked a configuration file 
identil^ng the uac r pK)giam, said.ii^stance, said method comprising the st^s of: 

a backup program querying said tts crprogyam i nstance for the definitions of said 
queues and the authorizations for said queues such that said wa er program instance retains the 
lock on said queue definition file, and in response, said user program reading said definitions 
and authorizations fix>m said queue definition file and fimiishing them to said backup 
program; and 

said backup program directly reading said configuration file without querying said 
user program for said configuration file and without locking said configuration file, 

14. (Original) A method as set forth in claim 13 wherein said configuration file specifies a 
name and location of said user program instance. 
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
